2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: By changing 
the open language ("comprising") to closed language ("consisting of) and agreeing to 
eliminate the broad reference to " an antioxidant" and substitute it with "methionine", the 
Application overcame the prior art teachings, which all necessitated the presence of 
citric acid or a dicarboxilic acid salt stabilizer.
